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A LIFELINE bus route 
under threat of closure has 
been saved thanks to a cam¬ 
paign by elderly care home 
residents. 

Last month Arriva 
announced their number 7 
service, which connects 
Churchgate Street to Old 
Harlow and the town centre, 
would be axed from April 9. 

With the nearest other 
bus route stopping a 15- 
minute walk from Churchg¬ 
ate Street, elderly residents 
of sheltered accommoda¬ 
tion Fitzwilliams Court in 
Orchard Road, Old Harlow, 
said they would be cut off 
from shops, doctors and the 
hospital. 

Celebrated 

But on Tuesday, after the 
pensioner’s plight was high¬ 
lighted in the Star, Epping 
Forest Community Trans¬ 
port (EFCT) stepped in with 
a minibus service which 
will run along a revised 
route. 

The news has been cel¬ 
ebrated by residents who 
feared they would trapped 
in their homes or forced to 
pay for taxis. 

Fitzwilliams Court resid¬ 
ent Rene Baterip, 77, who

organised a petition to save 
the bus service with hus¬ 
band Jim, said: “I am really 
grateful to the community 
bus for stepping in and 
organising this for us. It is 
brilliant. 

“It was through the Star 
that encouraged the Com¬ 
munity Bus to contact us. 


We are really grateful to the 
Star as we are now going to 
get something.” 

Angela Canham, trans¬ 
port manager of EFCT, said: 
“We are really pleased as it 
makes it easier for all these 
people to get to town. It gives 
them a lifeline and inde¬ 
pendence. 


“The new service would 
start on the week beginning 
April 11. It would be a dif¬ 
ferent route to previous. 

“It will start at Churchg¬ 
ate Street and will stop at 
Fitzwilliams Court, Old 
Harlow town. Old Harlow 
Post Office, Aldi supermar¬ 
ket on First Avenue, School 


Lane, the Leah Manning 
Centre, Princess Alexandra 
Hospital before terminating 
at Harlow Bus Station.” 

The service will run four 
times per day on Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Sat¬ 
urday and will be free for 
those with a senior bus pass.

Police seek

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Farm volunteers plant 
living willow classroom 


New structure takes shape following success of funding appeal

A LIVING classroom made from willow branches 
has been planted at a community farm in Harlow 
following the success of a fundraising appeal. 

Herts and Essex Community Farm in Fold Croft 
launched an online Crowdfunder appeal last month 
with a target of £500. It raised £690. 

Farm co-ordinator Elliott Woollen said the 
classroom would be made available for use by 
schools, workshops and counselling groups, adding: 
“It shows what we as a community can achieve 
when we come together.” 

A team of volunteers spent last weekend planting 
the willow branches that will form the living 
classroom. The structure will eventually grow to 
form an outdoor enclosed space big enough to seat 
30 children. The classroom is nestled among trees 
overlooking the farm. 

An additional donation of £500 made by Bills 
Restaurant in Bishop’s Stortford will be spent on a 
new polytunnel, providing more wheelchair-access¬ 
ible raised beds and creating a herb garden. 


The farm was set up in October 2013 and volun¬ 
teers commit as much time as they want, with 
everyone taking home a share of the produce. 

It also makes regular donations of fruit and 
vegetables to the Streets2Homes charity in Harlow. 

Mr Woollen said: “I’d like to thank all our volun¬ 


teers for their hard work, laughter and creativity as 
well as all those who supported the Crowdfunder 
appeal and to Bills for their generous donation.” 

On Saturday the farm will be holding an Easter 
egg hunt from llam-3pm. There will also be a 
barbeque and arts and craft.

Paying customers will be charged 
£3.50 for a single and £5 for a 
return. 

Robbie Lamerton, Arriva’s 
managing director for Hertford¬ 
shire and Essex, confirmed the 
operator would work with EFCT 
to support the service. 

He hinted in an email to Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon the company 
were considering diverting one or 
two buses a week to cover the 
route. 

Residents of Fitzwilliams Court 
held a public meeting on 
Friday which was attended by 
Mr Lamerton along with other 
Arriva staff, Mr Halfon and local 
councillors. 

At the meeting Mr Lamerton 
said: “This is an extremely dif¬ 
ficult situation and we do not take 
it lightly. The problem we have is 
it costs us £150,000 to run the bus 
and it is just not viable. It is down 
to money. 

Concerns 

“We have listened to the con¬ 
cerns and come to a decision.” 

Mrs Baterip added: “If there is 
not a response to the new service 
it will be discontinued. Our main 
hope was trying to get Arriva (to 
continue) but that seems to be a 
non-starter. 

“At the end of the day the res¬ 
idents were saying it was decided 
before the meeting began. It is 
very frustrating that the people 
(from Arriva at the meeting) have 
no idea where the route is and 
where it goes. The man at the 
meeting had no idea of the wasted 
journey in the number 7 service. 
It goes through Old Road and so 
many other buses go along that 
route. 

“They (Arriva) are making cuts 
every year it needs to be stressed 
that other people in Harlow may 
come up against a situation like 
this in the future, so it is vital they 
support us.” 

Resident Alice Hayes, 91, said: 
“I don’t think they had any inten¬ 
tion of bringing it back.” 

Fellow resident Ann Lawrence, 
84, added: “I have not been to town 
in the since I have lived here 
because of the transport.”

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A DISABLED man who has been told 
the crumbling kitchen units in his 
council home will not be replaced for at 
least five years has slammed the delay 
as ridiculous. 

Father-of-three Darren Smith, 45, 
who suffers with arthritis and epilepsy, 
approached contractors Kier Harlow 
after cupboard doors fell off and sur¬ 
faces shredded in his home in Tany’s 
Dell. 

“I moved into this new house in 2012 
but my kitchen is falling to bits,” he 
said. “Four doors have fallen off, the 
surface is crumbling and in one place 
there was just a gap where the side unit 
should be. 

“After I complained they put an 
uneven unit in the space that doesn’t 
even match the colour scheme of the 
rest of the kitchen. Kier has been round 
and seen this but did not consider there 
to be a problem.

“They sent me a letter on March 3 to 
say they will not be able to come and 
make repairs until 2021 or 2022.1 cannot 
go on living with this kitchen.” 

Mr Smith’s health problems mean he 
cannot undertake the repairs himself 
while his disability leaves him unable to 
work and afford to pay a professional. 

Mr Smith said Kier has undertaken 
some repairs to cupboard doors but 
described the work as “quick fixes” 
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which did not solve the problem. “I have 
been hoping to solve this for two years 
but nothing has been done and it is 
getting ridiculous,” he fumed. 

Cllr Rod Truan, Harlow Council’s 
portfolio holder for housing, said that as 
a result of Government cuts the council 
had been forced to scale back its hous¬ 
ing improvements programme. 

Frustrating 

“We appreciate this is frustrating for 
tenants but we don’t have the money to 
replace every single kitchen. A report 
highlighted repairs are needed to some 
units and doors which will be carried 
out by Kier Harlow starting at the end of 
this month. 

“As there is no major change to the 
overall condition of the kitchen it is still 
planned for complete replacement in 
2021 / 22 .” 

However, Mr Smith said: “I am not 
happy with that at all. Other people in 
the area have had a new kitchen fitted so 
why can’t I?”

Eye unit treating more patients 
for sight-threatening conditions 


A SERVICE which checks patients for 
sight-threatening conditions is now 
available at Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital in the evening and at week¬ 
ends. 

New state-of-the-art cameras and 
scanners purchased by the hospital’s 
eye unit enables staff to provide swift 
drugs-based treatment for macular 
degeneration and eye conditions 
associated with diabetes which can 
cause loss of vision if not treated. 

Age-related macular degeneration 
is the largest cause of sight loss in the 
developed world, with up to 70,000 
new cases diagnosed annually. 

Patient referrals to the hospital for 


the condition have increased signi¬ 
ficantly since April 2013. 

Priya Prakash, clinical lead and 
consultant ophthalmologist at PAH, 
said: “With the recent developments 
in the eye unit, we are now able to 
assess, scan and treat about 150 
patients a week in a single visit. 

“It is an exciting step forward. We 
have now expanded the service and 
are offering evening and weekend 
services and cataract surgeries.” 

The ophthalmology department at 
PAH is now part of seven national and 
international clinical trials approved 
by the National Institute for Health 
Research. 


Man who knifed pal found 
guilty of attempted murder 

Defendant claimed he heard voices ordering him to kill his flatmate

A MAN was this week found guilty of 
attempting to kill his sleeping flatmate by 
stabbing him with a kitchen knife. 

A jury of nine women and three men 
took five hours to convict Michael McFar- 
lane, 60, of Hailing Hill, Harlow, of attmp- 
ted murder. 

Judge David Turner adjourned sentence 
for six weeks but warned him: “It will 
either be a prison sentence or a hospital 


order. Sentencing will not be easy; it is an 
unusual set of facts.” 

During the week-long trial at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court the jury was told that 
after stabbing Graham Botfield, McFar- 
lane placed the knife in the sink, changed 
his clothes and left the flat. 

Although the knife cut an artery in Mr 
Botfield’s neck, he was able to raise the 
alarm. He was taken to hospital where he 
underwent an emergency blood transfu¬ 
sion and life-saving surgery. 

McFarlane, who admitted malicious 


wounding but denied attempted murder, 
later told police he heard voices ordering 
him to kill Mr Botfield. 

Neither McFarlane nor Mr Botfield, 53, 
gave evidence during the trial but the jury 
heard from two psychiatrists with oppos¬ 
ing views about the defendant’s mental 
condition at the time of the attack. 

One said McFarlane suffered from para¬ 
noid schizophrenia because of his claim to 
have heard voices but the other said that 
was not enough. 

Earlier, prosecutor Andrew Jackson 


said the central issue of the case was 
whether or not McFarlane was able to form 
the intention to kill Mr Botfield or cause 
him serious bodily harm. 

The court was told the two men were 
friends and had slept on adjoining sofas in 
the flat they shared. The stabbing took 
place in the early hours of May 19, 2014. 

After his arrest, McFarlane told police: 
“I think I’ve got myself in a bit of trouble in 
doing what I’ve done.” 

McFarlane was remanded in custody 
until May 9 when he will be sentenced.

Three charged over 
fatal road accident 

THREE people have been 
charged with perverting the 
course of justice following a road 
accident in which a motorcyclist 
from Harlow died.

AUTHORITIES say they have pin¬ 
pointed the exact location in a 
Harlow field where ticks carrying 
a potentially fatal disease for dogs 
can be found. 

Harlow Council has updated its 
advice to dog owners following 
tick research work carried out 
earlier this month. 

After thorough research of the 
area and the collection of ticks for 
testing for Babesiosis by experts, 
the council has been able to pin¬ 
point the exact area dog walkers 
should not walk their animals. 

The council is, however, con¬ 
tinuing to urge dog owners to be 
cautious and vigilant if they walk 
dogs near to this site. This is 
because it cannot exclude the pos¬ 
sibility of ticks ending up on other 
land. 

This advice follows the coun¬ 
cil’s warning to dog owners 
issued earlier this month. 

The site where ticks associated 
with the disease Babesiosis have 
been found is off Third Avenue 
near to the public car park on the 
road to Passmores House. 

The council has now cordoned 
off the area with fencing and 
placed further advisory notices 
on the site. 

The risk was identified follow¬ 
ing reports that dogs that had to 
be treated for Babesiosis had been 
walked in the area. 

One local vet has reported treat¬ 
ing four dogs and one of the dogs 
died. There has been a report of 
another dog death in the last few 
days. 

Babesiosis is a disease that can 
have serious implications for 
dogs, and avoiding the area where 
ticks have been found will reduce 
the risk of infection. Canine 
babesiosis does not affect 
humans. 

The ticks concerned are 
extremely rare in Britain and it is 
the first time that Babesia, the 
micro-organism causing the dis¬ 
ease, has been found in the tick in 


the UK. 

It is important that dog owners 
have their pets protected and reg¬ 
ularly check their pets for ticks. 

If dog owners have reason to be 
concern about their pet's health 
or for advice about pet health and 
ticks, the council encourages 
them to seek advice from their 
vet. 

A tick surveillance scheme is 
operated by Public Health Eng¬ 
land and individuals and groups 
are being asked to assist by send¬ 
ing in any ticks collected. Further 


information can be found at

veillance-scheme. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
portfolio holder for environment, 
said: “This is purely precaution¬ 
ary advice to dog walkers and 
follows information which has 
been passed to us by a local vets 
and recent research work in the 
area. 

“We feel it is appropriate to 
update our advice and continue to 
alert dog owners of a potential 
issue as it is a popular area.”

SCHOOLCHILDREN READ ALL ABOUT IT 


READING: How children are 
learning to get into books 



S one of the “Three R’s”, reading is a 
fundamental part of everyday life, 
never mind school life. We take a look 
at what is expected, what help is out 
there for slower readers, and how the 
reading programme has changed over the years. 

What do the government guidelines say? 

According to Department for Education 
guidelines, teachers should develop pupils’ 
reading and writing across all subjects, teaching 
them to read fluently and understand fiction and 
non-fiction - and reading for pleasure should be 
encouraged. 

Schools should provide library facilities and 
promote reading at home. This feeds into 
vocabulary development and writing, where 
reading skills can back up writing skills, 
spelling, punctuation and the correct use of 
grammar. 

Reading at key stages 1 and 2 involves word 
reading and comprehension (which covers both 
listening and reading); Phonics - the 
understanding that the letters on the page 
represent the sounds in spoken words is 
emphasised in the earliest steps of reading 
lessons; Word reading with phonics involves 
both working out the pronunciation of 
unfamiliar text (decoding) and recognition of 
familiar printed words. 

Pupils are encouraged to read widely, both 
fiction and non-fiction works, to develop their 
knowledge of themselves and the world, to 
establish an appreciation of reading, and to 
develop comprehension skills, which is the 
second key component of reading in schools. 

Comprehension combines the knowledge 
children are acquiring from reading, vocabulary 
and grammar and their growing knowledge of 
the world. Comprehension skills are more 
broad-based as they are developed by reading 
and discussing a range of stories, poems and 
non-fiction in class with the teacher and peer 
group. 

The reading and extension work that 
comprehension generates can often increases 
pupils’ vocabulary, and it also feeds pupils’ 
imagination to act as a springboard for creative 
writing and drama. 

By the end of their primary education, all 
pupils should be able to read and understand 
fluently and confidently across the curriculum, 
and build upon those skills in secondary school. 

What happens if a child has problems with 
reading? 

If a child is having problems with reading - 
whether it’s a parent expressing concern, a 
teacher being alerted to struggles in class or a 
child reporting difficulties that their friends 
don’t seem to be experiencing - there is a lot that 
can be done. 


As a good relationship between parents and 
schools is paramount, parents would be advised 
to have an initial discussion about this with the 
teacher, who will be able to explain if the child is 
falling behind and needs more intensive help. 

Teachers can offer advice - and activities 
designed to boost both classwork and confidence 
- on how to support young readers at home, such 
as age-appropriate books and the benefits of 
reading aloud to children and of taking them to 
libraries. 

It is also worth getting the child’s sight and 
hearing tested to rule out problems there. 

What about conditions such as dyslexia? 

If problems with hearing, sight and 
concentration have been ruled out, and reading 
activities aren’t helping as much as was hoped, a 
more intensive investigation may be helpful. 

When parents are concerned about dyslexia - 
and especially if it affects another family 
member, as there have been suggestions that 
dyslexia and related conditions may run in 
families - they can request an assessment, which 
can be done by an educational psychologist or 
designated dyslexia teacher. 

The first port of call is to have a meeting with 
the child’s class teacher and the school’s Special 
Educational Needs Co-Ordinator (SENCO). 

If the child still has problems despite their 
interventions, you can ask for a referral to the 
local authority’s educational psychologist or 


dyslexia specialist for an assessment. 

Before the assessment, you and the school may 
be sent a questionnaire about the child, and the 
learning issues they face. The assessment proper 
often involves observing the child in their 
learning environment, discussion with key 
adults involved with the child’s learning and 
tests for the child covering areas such as 
reading, writing, language development, 
vocabulary, logical reasoning, memory and 
organisational skills. 

Afterwards, the assessors report back on the 
child’s strengths and weaknesses, and 
recommend strategies to help them with 
difficulties. This may happen through an action 
plan drawn up and undertaken by their school, 
called an individual education plan (lEP). 

If, after this, improvement still isn’t made, you 
can request a fuller assessment of your child's 
development, culminating in a more formal 
educational plan called an Education Healthcare 
Plan (EHC). This shows your child's educational 
needs and the support required to meet them in 
an annually-reviewed document.

A former 
teacher 
reflects on 
how times 
have changed 

MAUREEN Jackson spent over 35 years as a 
primary school teacher and has tutored since 
retiring in 2004. 

Maureen says: “The philosophies on 
learning to read change a lot - as do the 
Government directives that relate to them. 1 
have seen and used many reading strategies 
as a teacher; there are all sorts of approaches 
and all of them are good. 

Memory, recognition, phonics, 
picture-based learning, word prediction - 
they all play a part. 

When 1 started it was all phonetics-based: 
working around the sounds of letters and 
words. It’s important to show children the 
sounds of words, it helps a lot. 

Then at one point, there was a directive to 
say that we hadn’t to do sounds - children 
had to read “real books” which was an 
approach using regular story books and 
concentrating on recognising the written 
word, rather than a specially-designed 
reading scheme geared to take the children 
through different sounds and word 
structures. It was great if the child responded 
to that and could do it, but some needed extra 
help. 

There are basic, often-used words that 
children should know and recognise 
regardless of sounds or spelling - 30 words 
for the earliest year and then a more 
sophisticated list of 100 words. That’s where 
memory comes in - it’s important to 
encourage memory skills with word 
recognition. So there are lots of games you 
can play with pupils to help, and pictures are 
vital. Early readers, four and five-year olds, 
need a picture. 

And now it has come full circle, and we’re 
back to phonics. 1 think it all depends on the 
individual child which approach they 
respond to best. 

Testing for learning difficulties is a reality 
for many children - but as a rule, 1 would say 
don’t test for dyslexia too young. Children 
develop at different speeds and in different 
ways. Dyslexia is a broad umbrella term for 
differing types of learning disability - it isn’t 
one single difficulty. And if a child is having 
trouble with their reading, there are many 
other approaches you can use before any 
formal tests are considered. 

Testing at age four or five is 
counter-productive, as it may not even be 
relevant to the child, and all the officialdom 
makes parents very anxious and children 
very confused. Certainly wait until junior 
level, seven onwards, and then a learning 
disability may become more obvious, 
especially if the child is bright in other ways. 
They will learn ways to work round their 
particular problems and take the initiative 
for their condition, with support from 
experts and parents alike. 

But the most important thing for 
primary-age children is to read every day - 
and if they don’t want to, they should be read 
to every day. You want to help them to enjoy 
books, so don’t coerce them and never make 
it into a chore or a bore. Read to them right 
from birth - even in the womb! - and give 
them the love of reading, of words, of books, 
of expression. Show them how text and 
pictures come together to make a story, and 
let their imagination develop and help them 
flourish.”

IT REALLY IS AN 


T raditionally, geography lessons at 
school have been the initial introduction 
to the physical world and how humans 
relate to it, for both primary and 
secondary pupils. 

According to the Department for Education, 
geography education should encourage pupils to 
be interested in the world and its people and about 
places, people, resources and natural and human 
environments, as well as the Earth’s physical and 
human processes and how they interact. 

The aim of the national curriculum for 
geography is to provide pupils with knowledge 
globally significant places, their defining physical 
and human characteristics and how they help 
explain different geographical processes, which 
shape key physical and human geographical 
features of the world; and how these features and 
processes depend on each other and change over 
time. 

Pupils should also learn the skills to research, 
analyse and process information through 
fieldwork, interpret sources of geographical 
information, such as maps, diagrams, globes, and 
Geographical Information Systems (GIS), and 
communicate geographical data in different ways, 
including maps, numerical and quantitative skills. 

At Key Stage 1, pupils should be learning the 
basics about the world, the United Kingdom and 
their locality. They should understand basic 
geographical terms relating to human and 
physical geography and use basic geographical 
skills. 

Pupils should be able to name and locate the 


world’s seven continents and five oceans, and to 
name, locate and identify characteristics of the 
countries and capital cities of the United Kingdom 
as well as its surrounding seas. They should learn 
to understand geographical similarities and 
differences through studying a small area of the 
United Kingdom, and a small area in a contrasting 
non-European country. 

Key Stage 1 children also should cover how to 
identify seasonal and daily weather patterns in the 
United Kingdom, and where hot and cold areas of 
the world are in relation to the Equator and the 
North and South Poles. 

They should be familiar with basic geographical 
vocabulary related to physical features, such as 
beach, cliff, coast, forest, hill, vegetation, season 
and weather; and key human features, such as city, 
town, village, factory, harbour and port. 

In lessons, they will be taught to use world 
maps, atlases and globes to identify the United 
Kingdom and its countries, as well as other 
countries, continents and oceans studied. 

They will also learn to 

use simple compass directions and locational 
terms; to use aerial photographs and plan 
perspectives to recognise landmarks; to devise 
simple maps; with a key; and to use basic 
fieldwork and observational skills to study their 
school, its surroundings and their key human and 
physical features. 

At Key stage 2, pupils should be taught to extend 
their knowledge to include the United Kingdom 
and Europe, North and South America. This

various significant human and physical features 
across the globe. 

Pupils should be taught to locate different 
countries, focussing on Europe (including Russia) 
and North and South America, and their 
environmental regions, topographical features, 
physical and human characteristics and major 
cities. They should also do the same for regions, 
counties and cities of the United Kingdom, and be 
able to explain latitude, longitude, the equator, 
hemispheres. Tropics, Arctic and Antarctic Circle, 
the Prime/Greenwich Meridian and time zones. 

They should also learn how to understand 
geographical similarities and differences - this 
comes through studying and comparing human 
and physical geography of regions of the United 
Kingdom, a European country, and North or South 
America. 

Pupils will learn more advanced human and 
physical geography, including key aspects such as 
climate zones, rivers, mountains, volcanoes and 
earthquakes, and the water cycle; and types of 
settlement and land use, economic activity and the 
distribution of natural resources. 

They will build on their field skills to observe, 
record and present the human and physical 
features in the local area through media such as 
sketch maps, graphs, and digital technology, and 
enrich their skills related to maps, atlases, 
compasses and Ordnance Survey maps to locate 
countries and their features and to build their 
knowledge of the United Kingdom and the wider 
world. 


By Key stage 3, pupils will be extending their 
knowledge of the world’s major countries and their 
physical and human features. They will learn how 
geographical processes co-depend to create human 
and physical landscapes that change over time, 
and discover the increasingly complex 
geographical systems in the world. 


They should become more adept at using 
geographical knowledge and concepts, and 
broaden their skills in analysing and interpreting 
data sources. 

Pupils should be taught to extend their 
knowledge and awareness of different countries, 
focussing on Africa, Russia, and the Middle East, 


and their physical and human characteristics, 
major cities and environmental regions, including 
polar and desert areas. 

They will broaden their understanding of 
geographical similarities, differences and links 
between places by studying human and physical 
geography of a region in Africa and a region in 
Asia. 

Key Stage 3 students will become more familiar 
with key processes in physical geography such as 
geological timescales, plate tectonics, rocks, soils, 
weather, climate, glaciation, hydrology and coasts; 
and with human geography topics such as 
population, urbanisation, international 
development; economic activity in different 
sectors; and use of natural resources. 

This will assist them to understand how human 
and physical processes interact to influence 
landscapes, environments and climate; and how 
human activity impacts on functioning of natural 
systems. 

Skills-wise, they should build on their 
knowledge of globes, maps and atlases, in both the 
classroom and in the field. They will be taught to 
interpret Ordnance Survey maps including using 
grid references and scale; and to become familiar 
with thematic mapping, and aerial and satellite 
photographs. 

They will also use Geographical Information 
Systems (GIS) and fieldwork in diverse locations to 
collect, analyse and draw conclusions from 
multiple sources of geographical data.

As the holidays beckon, Hannah 
Stephenson takes some advice 
on how to get the kids involved in 
gardening tasks and the great 
outdoors 

he Easter holidays are upon us and 
there’s no better time than spring to 
engage the kids with gardening 
projects, or take them to outdoor 
places which will both inspire and 
delight them. 

It’s surely time to redress the balance of 
children’s lack of connection with nature. Some 
12 per cent of children in England have not 
visited a park, forest, garden or any other 
natural environment for at least 12 months, 
according to a new Government study. 

So, have a look at Easter events with the 
National Trust (www.nationaltrust.org.uk), 
whether it’s an Easter egg hunt, crafts, cookery 
or bushcraft skills. 

The four RHS gardens (www.rhs.org.uk) will 
also be holding a range of events, from Lindt 
Gold Bunny hunts and spring T-Spy’ - a 
journey around the garden looking for spring 
plants, animals and equipment - to themed 
storytelling and birds of prey displays. 

But you can also sort out simple projects in 
your own garden, says Matthew Appleby, 
deputy editor at Horticulture Week, author, 
garden blogger and father of two, who is 
concerned that children are losing touch with 
nature. 

“1 see a ‘disconnect’ between children and 
nature - largely due to the rise of the internet,” 
he says. 

“A poll by Persil found that more than half of 
parents encourage their children to avoid 
messy activities such as gardening and baking. 
One in three children say that they did not like 
getting dirty, their preferred activities being 
television-watching and playing on video 
games.” 

Some companies have made in-roads into 
tempting youngsters into the garden with their 
child-friendly products. 


Seed Pantry, for instance, has launched a new 
Children’s Me Seeds Starter Kit, containing 
seeds to grow cress, sunflowers, pumpkins and 
sweetcorn, as well as all the compost discs, pots 
and labels you need to get started (£12.50, 
www.seedpantry.co.uk). 

There’s also plenty of ideas for children’s 
projects in Appleby’s latest book. The 
Children’s Garden. These include: 

■ The all-you-can eat hanging basket: The 
beauty of this idea is you get so many 
mini-projects in one basket. 

Fill a lined basket with potting compost, 
plant a strawberry plant in the centre and add 
basil and dill plants round the edge. Marigolds 
provide edible petals and colour. Tumbling 
tomatoes can cascade down the sides. 

Hang at children’s eye level so they can feed 
and water. 

■ Plant up an old handbag or high-heeled 
shoe. Adults need to make a hole in the bottom, 
add some compost and let the child put in a 
plant, such as a pelargonium or chilli plant. 

■ Seed bombs: Seed bomb some waste ground 
by mixing seed, compost and dry clay powder 
to stick your bomb together. 

■ Create a miniature garden: These projects 
take gardening down to children’s eye level and 
make plants seem less intimidating. 

Use an old washing-up bowl or clean litter 
tray with some drainage holes in the base. 
Including children’s own toys - dolls, dinosaurs 
or fairies - gives them a sense of ownership. 

For a dinosaur garden, use prehistoric- 
looking plants such as small ferns and moss, 
plus creeping mint and thyme. 

■ If it rains, take growing inside. The old 
favourite of a cress head grown in an old pair of 
tights is great, but update it by using popcorn 
seeds. Use seeds sown on cotton wool stuffed in 
a pair of old tights and tied at the top. Place on 
a pot and water.

Be wowed by an Enigma 



T is a fiendishly complicated 
machine, said Dr Mark 
Baldwin of the device that was 
crucial in winning the Second 
World War. 

He is of course talking about the 
machine constructed to decipher 
Enigma. 

For the past 20 years, the 
bookseller has been leading talks on 
the Enigma code and how it was 
broken. 

Codebreakers - The Story of 
Enigma is the 71-year-old’s latest 
workshop and tutorial, and he will 
visit Harlow Playhouse on Saturday, 
April 16. 

Dr Baldwin is fascinated by the 
intricacies and workings of the 
Enigma machine. 

He describes his discovery of the 
device as having changed his life 
and he has now written eight books 
on Enigma and code breaking. 

“My life changed 20 years ago 
when I needed to sell a book on the 
subject and I read it as it was 
something I did not know anything 
about at all. 

“It was so interesting I started 
talking to people in the shop about 


it. It was a book that started my 
interest. 

“Soon I wanted to talk to people 
in a more extended way and I 
thought it would be wonderful to 
have a machine of my own. 

“They are not particularly hard to 
get hold of if you have the funds and 
the time; they do come up for sale in 
one place for sale. “I have known 
them come up on eBay before now.” 

But how does he make such a 
complicated device an engaging 
topic for an audience? 

“I am going to explain where the 
Enigma machine comes from and 
how it works,” said Mark. 

“Then I’ll talk about the people 
trying to work the machine under 
pressure. 

“At the end of the talk, people can 
come and operate the machine as 
they wish. It’s great that everyone 
can interact and get involved with 
it.” 

Enigma machines were invented 
for German use during the Second 
World War. They allowed an 
operator to type in a message and 
then scramble it using three to five 
cogs. The receiver would have 


knowledge of the machine’s settings 
and would be able to see the 
intended message. 

During the 1939-1945 war, Nazi 
intelligence sent many secret 
messages around Europe using the 
machine to plot war strategy. 
Initially, British and French forces 
made no progress in cracking the 
code. 

“The Germans believed it would 
never be broken,” said Dr Baldwin. 

“But, of course, it was broken by 
the British team at Bletchley Park 
led by Alan Turing.” 

Dr Baldwin believes that the 
Second World War may not have 
been won if it wasn’t for the genius 
of Turing. 

Through the talk he hopes to 
recapture and re-tell some of the 
high-pressure drama experienced by 
the men behind cracking the code. 

“It was such an important part of 
the Second World War,” added Mark. 

“We will also feature one part of 
the war in depth, the Battle of the 
Atlantic. It was essential that we 
won that battle as we would have 
lost the valuable supply lines if we 
had lost. 


“Deciphering Enigma played a 
key part in the victory.” 

His talks are in more demand 
than ever following the 2014 film 
release The Imitation Game 
starring Benedict Cumberbatch. 

“The Imitation Game has raised 
the profile a lot about the Enigma 
code and about Turing’s work. I 
have been doing these talks for 20 
years and they are now more 
popular than ever.” 

Despite his vital contribution to 
the victory, Turing was not treated 
heroically after the war. He was 
convicted for homosexual activity - 
which was only decriminalised in 
1967. 

Stripped of his right to work for 
the Government, Turing was forced 
to undergo chemical castration and 
took his own life in 1954 at the age 
of 41. He received a royal pardon in 
2013.

Get your Mojo back 



HE bad old days of the 
1950s music industry are 
remembered in a play that 
is billed as equally 
hilarious and menacing. 

The latest production from 
Harlow Theatre Company, Mojo is 
set in an era before Spotify and the 
X Factor, when pop stars were often 
found by gangsters and groomed by 
dodgy agents. 

“It’s a black comedy and in your 
face theatre,” said director Jane 
Miles before the show which is 
performed at Victoria Hall Theatre 
from Wednesday, March 30 to 
Saturday, April 2. 

“It is very funny but has a dark 
side to it. There is lots of strong 
content and unpredictable 
characters with personal problems.” 

Mojo, the first play written by a 
young Jez Butterworth, takes the 
audience back to the shady bars of 
’50s London. 

“It is set in Soho on a summer’s 
day in July,” explained Jane. 

“Two gangland bosses are trying 
to court a singer called Silver 
Johnny who they think could be the 
next Elvis and that they can get rich 
off him. 

“But Silver Johnny disappears, 
the club boss comes to a sticky end 
and we watch six terrified men, 
barricade themselves in their seedy 
club and await their fate. 

“We witness these useless young 
men try to deal with the problem 
and not know what to do.” 

She added: “There is music in the 
play but it is not a musical. There is 
a rock and roll feel and flavour to it. 
It’s a time when things were 
beginning to change and when Elvis 
was top of the charts.” 

“Jez Butterworth is a talented 
playwright and he wrote Mojo when 
he was 24 years old and it was 
performed in the Royal Court 
Theatre. 

“It is an extremely brilliant play 
and they had no hesitation about 
putting it on, even if they were 
taking a risk. 

“It was highly well received at the 
time and won lots of awards. It is a 
fast-paced play with clever 
dialogue.” 

Over the years, the play has 


helped launch the careers of Ben 
Wishaw, Tom Hollander and Colin 
Morgan when performed in London. 

In Harlow Theatre Company’s 
version. Silver Jonny is played by 
Oliver Page and the iconic role of 
Baby is played by Joe Bishop. 

Fast-talking double act Pops and 
Sweets are Mitchel Rous and Martin 
Colton.

Sales Update 


The property market this year has had a positive start. 2016 is shouuing ar^ irtcrease in 
activity uuith comparable levels of properties coming on to the market alongside sale 
agreed properties. 

The noticeable difference betuueen 2015 and 2016 is an increase in the number of 
neuu offers being received, as uuell as on increase in the asking prices achieved. This 
demonstrates that both buyer’s and seller’s confidence is still there. House price grouuth 
has hit a 17 month high and prices have risen at their fastest rate since July 201 4. London 
had the biggest annual increase follouued by the East of England, uuhere prices greuu by 


The busiest market for the First quarter of 2016 has been 1 and 2 bedroom properties 
under £250,000. Competition is strong betuueen investors and first time buyers. Properties 
are selling quickly and asking prices are being achieved if not exceeded due to a rush 
to beat stamp duty increases*. 

There has also been a significant increase in cash buyers of retirement age purchasing 
investment property, mainly due to the changes in 2015 allouuing access to pension, but 
also buyers trying to purchase before the 1 st April. 

UUe predict a reduced amount of properties coming onto the market. Houuever there is 
some uncertainty over the involvement of rental investors from the second quarter due to 
changes in stamp duty and income tax relief that comes into effect from April 2016. This 
could be good neuus for first time buyers giving them a better opportunity to get onto the 
property ladder uuith potentially less competition from buy to let investors. 


Higher rates of Stamp Duty Land Tax (SDLT) (3% above the current rates) will be 
charged on the purchase of additional UK residential properties for second home 
buyers and buy to let investors. For example at £250,000 stamp duty currently is 2% of 
the difference between £125,000 and £250,000 = £2,500. From 1st April stamp duty 
for 2nd home buyers will be 3% up to £125,000 and 5% of the difference between 
£250,000 and £125,000 = £10,000 if the purchaser already owns one or more UK 
residential properties.

Lettings Update 


In the latter part at 2015 and the first tuua manths af 2016, the lettings industry 
has been the subject at significant changes uuith neuu legislatian being braught 
in far landlards (highlighted averleaf). The neuu Stamp Duty charges came in ta 
farce in April 2016 cn the purchase af second and subsequent properties. The 
changes in tax relief being phased in over the next four years uuill make it on 
interesting time ahead and at Intercounty uue have already seen a short term 
spike in buying activity. This is due to many investors trying to beat the deadline 
due to the private rental sector continuing to go from strength to strength as the 
fastest grouuing discipline in the property industry. 

My personal opinion is that landlords uuill continue to purchase investment 
property as the long term capital grouuth far outuueighs the short term Stamp Duty 
increase. Houuever, I do believe uue uuill see the end of the “accidental landlord” 
uuhereby a home mover decides to rent their existing property uuhen purchasing a 
neuu home rather than selling it. This uuill cause an even greater shortage of rental 
property in turn increasing prices. At our Intercounty Bishops Stortford office uue 
sauu in December 2015 99.99% of asking price achieved and in January 2016 
it uuas 100.58%*. UUhilst this is good neuus for landlords, I envisage life becoming 
slightly more difficult for tenants looking to rent. The increase in property prices 
has mode purchasing even more difficult and renting has become a lifestyle 
choice for many people looking to settle and rent longer term.

>j Lexus IS 200t F Soort

T OYOTA’S upmarket 

Lexus brand has made 
great in-roads into the 
premium end of the 
market taking on 
established giants like BMW, 
Audi and Mercedes-Benz - 
particularly so in recent years 
with a succession of their own 
new hybrid models. 

Lexus has come a long way 
since its original LS saloon 
debuted back in 1989 and there 
has been a variety of coupes, 
saloons, convertibles and SUVs 
en route with more recent 
emphasis on hybrid powered 
cars like in its sister Toyota 
range. 

But for those of us, myself 
included, who still prefer a good, 
old-fashioned petrol-powered 
compact-styled executive saloon 
they’ve stuck with the IS 200 and 
recent improvements have made 
it quite an attractive proposition 
when compared to the sector’s 
model leader, the all-conquering 
BMW 3 Series. 

Lexus has dropped the diesel 
engine and you’re now left with 
one, two-litre 241bhp petrol 
powered IS 200t which at a basic 
price of £31,495 more than 
competes with its main rival 
from Munich. 

This Lexus is around £1,000 
less than the equivalent hybrid 
powered model and what petrol 
heads will really appreciate is 
that it comes with a 
conventional eight-speed sports 
direct shift automatic 
transmission that’s simply a joy 
to use. No worries here about the 


hybrid’s somewhat flawed CVT 
automatic gearbox which is 
slower when pushing down the 
accelerator pedal and a bit 
noisier too. 

That’s not to say it’s up to the 
complete sporty driver’s 
satisfaction in my view because 
it’s still not quite up to the 
exacting level of sports 
performance of BMW’s excellent 
ZF automatic box but it now 
runs it a much closer race. 

This revised turbocharged IS 
200t is no slouch though with a 
claimed acceleration of 0 to 
62mph in seven seconds and a 
claimed top speed of 143mph and 
in terms of fuel economy Lexus 
claim it will top 39mpg on the 
combined cycle and 30.1mpg in 
town. 

On test 1 discovered the true 
consumption over some 400-odd 
miles of varied road route was 
around the 35mpg mark which is 
not bad for a sports performance 
car with all the extra kit and 
equipment on board this lS200t 
has on board. 

Complete with paddle shift 
gear change on the steering 
wheel and used sensibly the up 
and down gear change is smooth 
and swift and even being a lazy 
kind of driver at times and 
slotting the gearstick into the 
automatic D position, allowing 
the mechanics to do gear 
changes for you, again the 
throttle response is 
instantaneous and positive. 

The F Sport test car is a real 
driver’s car and it won’t 
disappoint such sports 
enthusiasts looking for a 


premium executive saloon in my 
view and it comes on big 18-inch 
alloy wheels with naturally 
stiffened suspension and it’s a 
car with ample amount of road 
grip and like the 3 Series has 
excellent road holding, hardly 
any body roll all helped along 
with a nicely weighted steering 
that again makes it a joy to 
drive. 

This latest version has a 
slightly wider wheelbase than 
before, which in turn gives a bit 
more interior space, and again 


too this helps make the car drive 
and sit better on the road in my 
view. It’s also quite a more 
stylish looking car now than 
before making it stand out from 
the rest of the crowd as we say 
which again will appeal to 
sports-minded buyers in this 
sector looking for something 
different. 

Talking of the cabin, which it 
has to be said is really 
beautifully crafted everywhere, 
and again subtle changes the 
Lexus backroom team have made 


may seem small but they are 
significant and the quality and 
level of standard equipment on 
board is enhanced. 

There is a distinct Germanic 
feel about the interior too with 
it’s well laid out dashboard, 
controls and quality finish 
everywhere and for a moment 
driving this car one could feel 
that it’s much like an equivalent 
BMW or Audi. 

With the F Sport pack the 
driver will obviously gain more 
kit on board but at a price with 


the basic IS 200t coming in at 
£31,495 but as soon as you add 
the likes of leather upholstery 
(£2,000), Lexus Premium 
Navigation (£1,995) and an 
excellent sounding Mark 
Levinson sound system (£1,000) 
this can creep up to £37,100 as on 
the test car. 

Yes, the hybrid lS200h has 
lower running costs emitting 
just 107 g/km as against the test 
car’s 167 g/km but in all honesty 
it’s not such a fun car to drive! 

As one would expect though 
the F Sport version is loaded 
with safety features as standard 
that include driver and front seat 
passenger side and knee airbags, 
anti-lock brakes, traction 
control, hill start assist and 
much more. Plus there are other 
standard pleasantries on board 
such as cruise control, heated 
sports style seats, rain-sensing 
wipers and both front and rear 
parking sensors. 

Verdict: Any driver looking in 
this premium executive sports 
saloon sector needs to take a 
serious look at this latest lS200t 
because it’s certainly a worthy 
contender up against those 
longer established rivals. 

It has the performance, 
comfort, quality and style that 
one would expect and even 
taking it on with its basic 
pricing and packaging 
represents good value for money. 
Hybrid power may be all the big 
news from Toyota/Lexus but it’s 
nice to see a traditional 
petrol-powered on offer here 
with all the inherent traditions 
of a sport executive car.

‘NO train, no gain’ is the new 
motto for Rams director of rugby 
Lee Harron as he cracks the whip 
to try and secure a top three finish 
for his side. 

The impressive win away to 
Lowestoft and Yarmouth came 
after Harron told his players they 
would not play first team rugby if 
they did not turn up for training 
in midweek. 

Fourth-placed Harlow are now 
four points behind third-placed 
West Norfolk. 

Both sides have two games left 
this season, but the Rams will 
need to secure bonus point wins 
from their remaining games and 
hope Norfolk slip up in their final 
game away to Southwold. 

Harron said: “We have been 
able to put out teams that have 
been able to train and prepare 
together as a team for the last few 
weeks, having implemented a no 
train, no play policy.

“This has developed true com¬ 
petition for places and a greater 
understanding of what we are try¬ 
ing to achieve.” 

Despite the long journey to 
Lowestoft, Harlow started well. 

The visitors drove L&Y back 
some 40 yards with Dan Evans 
scoring the first try. 

This was converted by fly-half 
Danny Smith. 

Good interplay by backs and 
forwards allowed Dale Stalley to 
break and feed inside to his broth¬ 
er Ross to go over and score. 

L&Y were getting frustrated 
and giving away a series of pen¬ 
alties, allowing Harlow to relieve 
pressure and push into home ter¬ 
ritory. 

From another strong line-out 
drive and a phase of possession. 
Dale Stalley beat a defender and 


finished well in the corner. 

Smith added the conversion for 
a 19-0 lead. 

As Harlow’s pressure mounted, 
a Lowestoft player received a yel¬ 
low card for persistent infringe¬ 
ments. 

Harlow were then dealt a huge 
blow with back row players James 
Clarke and Evans both receiving 
head injuries, resulting in them 
both leaving the field. 

Just before half-time a series of 
quick plays by the hosts allowed 
them to get in behind the Harlow 
defence and score an unconverted 
try. 


A poor start to the second half 
by Harlow allowed the Suffolk 
side to put pressure deep into the 
Harlow 22. 

From a couple of quick plays 
the hosts scored an unconverted 
try to reduce the gap to 19-10. 

Clarke and Evans returned to 
the fray and allowed Harlow’s 
defensive patterns to work again 
with notable efforts from Charlie 
Robinson, and brothers Scott and 
Ross Stalley. 

However, this work was undone 
by some over-eager work at the 
breakdown which took the pres¬ 
sure off Lowestoft. 


Harlow kept their grip on the 
game and will be disappointed not 
to score a fourth try and come 
away with a bonus point. 

“Mention should go to debutant 
Jack Christy who pitted himself 
very well in the front row with 
some notable ball carries, defens¬ 
ive work and turnovers,” added 
Harron. 

“This was another excellent 
performance by Harlow who can 
hopefully finish well for the sea¬ 
son in the league and the cup.” 

There is a break from league 
action this weekend, but the Rams 
visit Wanstead on April 2.

England beat 
world’s best 


STEVEN MITCHINSON and his 
England team retained their 
British Isles Series trophy in 
Llanelli, Wales. 

The four-team indoor bowls 
tournament saw England finish 
top of the table with a 100 per 
cent record of three wins from 
three. 

Mitchinson (pictured top), who 
is a member of the Harlow-based 
Tye Green Indoor Bowls Club, 
played alongside Neil McKee 
(Northamptonshire), Andrew 
Walters (Worcestershire) and 
Jamie Chestney (Devon) in his 
rink. 

England took on hosts Wales 
in their first match last 
Thursday morning, which was 
the opening game of the 
tournament.

Mitchinson said: “Our rink 
was up against Alex Marshall 
and he proved just why he has 
won six World Indoor Singles 
titles as time and again he drew 
a shot or played our bowls out of 
the head as he led his rink to a 
19-6 win against us.” 
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
